The late Mr. Gray was a nertive 
of Relleville where he war born 
about 85 years ago. When he was 
but a child the family moved th Mo- 
doc. As a Young man he was ident- 
ified with the Eldorado gold rush of 
1866 and "67 and then he embarked 
in mereantile pursuits as a member 
of the firm, Dean, Gray and McOreg- 
or, general merchants. Upon the 
death of the senior partner, Gray and 
MeGregor continued in business and 
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Mr. Gray was strongly identified 
with the community life of Madoc 
and tooka keen interest in all busi- 
ness movements and in public «affairs 
but he never sought after public hon- 
ors. He did, however, act as license 
commissioner for several years. 

Origiveliy o Conpervative. . he 
changed his allegiance to the liberal 
party at the time of of the Canadian 
Pacific seanda!l and remained a 
staunch Liberal the remainder of his 
life. He was one of the oldest Free 
Masons in the district, having join- 
ed Madoc lodge as a charter member 
In religion he was a Presbyterian. 

“Mr. Gray was a man who was uni- 
vesally afd deservedly popular. 
He was held in more than formal re- 
}epect by the public because of his 
geniality, his capacity for friendship 
and his unquestioned integrity. By

Lactic acid bacteria and yeasts as 
some undesirable kinds of bacteria 
and molds are usually present in 
considerable numbers op the corn at 
the time it is filled into. the. silo.

Why this 
apathy concerning the state of the 
stables, in which {riquently valuable 
animals are housed, is difficult to un- 
derstand, since caltle, any more than 
than, cannot niaintain their health 
and vigor for long in such unfavor- 
able .conditions; yet the stockman 
who keeps cattle for profit must 
know that to gain maximum returns

are ventilation, Ifgit-and cleanliness, 
These essential elements of sanita- 
tion should be attended to at feast 
ance every year. This may be most 
conveniently done during the early 
fall before the cattle are housed for 
the winter. [Effective ventilation is 
required to carry away the foul air 
and maintain constant and adequate 
supply of fresh air, The window 
space should be ample so that every 

he interior may be flooded 
with light and sunshine, the source 
of health and destroyer of germs. 
Dirt and filth make productive breed- 
ing places for insects and bacteria. 
Cleanliness gets rid of conditions 
which produce them and prevents the 
possibility of infection and-contagion, 
reducing possible loss from disease 
to a minimum. That much-dreaded 
disease, tuberculosis, is in a measure 
the product of dark, dirty, ill-venti- 
lated stables, It is caused by organ- 
ism or germs gaining entrance into 
the animal’s system with the food. 
it is not easy to detect, and usually 
when symptoms become evident it is 
too late to apply any remedy, hence 
the necessity of making every effort 
to secure and maintain sanitary con- 
ditions in the stable. Every fall, 
thén, the stable should be systemati- 
cally ‘ cleaned; cobwebs swept from 
wall and ceilings; accumulated dirt 
and debris cleared from manger, 
trough, window-sills and all recesses 
in walls; the fresh air intakes and 
foul air outlets put in order; fill all 
eracks and holes in floor and walls 
with cement; replace all broken glass 
in windows and clean them; disinfect 
the whole Stable thorowghly with 
some good disinfectant, such as chlor- 
ide-of lime, crude carbolic acid,* or 
zonoleum, which can be easily applied 
with a scrap pump or a watering can 
with a fine nozzle.

ment loan. In addition to this, he 
has enough capital to go ahead with 
his general farm work. 

. OF the 22,047 applications for 
qualification certificates to take up 
land under the Government Settle- 
ment conditions, 17,271 have been 
approved. Reports reaching the 
Settlement Board indicat® that re- 
turned men are making good farm- 
ers, irrespective of the fact that they 
were not farniers before going over- 
seas,

That was in 1819, and it was not 
until fourteen years later that a 
steamship, the Royal William, cross- 
éd the Atlantic entirely under her 
own steam. She sailed from Quebec, 
and reached London in seventeen 
days. Curiously enough, although 
this is a well-established fact, and a 
tablet recording this crossing is to be 
found in the Parliamentary Library 
at Ottawa, the place of honor as the 
pet vessel to cross the Atlantic un- 

er her own steam is frequently 
given to the Sirius. To be sure, the 
Sirius had a much better press at the 
time than the Royal William. Even 
in those days the inspired paragraph 
was not utterly unknown. And so in 
the London Times eighty-one years 
ago there appeared, one estate kind 
of advance notice telling of how “the 
experiment of steam voyage from 
England to America’ had commenc- 
ed; and how, a few days before, th 
St. George Steam Packet To.’ 
powerful ‘steamship Sirius, Lieut. 
Roberts, R.N., commander, had sailed 
off Bast Lane stairs en route for Cork 
and New York. ‘The. Sirius,” the 
paragraph continued, “is a vessel of 
700 tons, with engines of 320 horse- 
power; and has been fitted up in a 
most splendid manner. It ig expected 
that she will complete the voyage 
in fifteen days, and so confident are 
her owners of this that they have 
already announced her setting out 
from New. York for the return voy- 
age on the Ist of May. She carries 
out from London twenty-two first- 
class passengers, but this number 
will be considerably augmented at 
Cork. She does not take out any 
goods, being intended for a passen- 
ger ship only.” : 

As a matter of fact, the good ship 
actually sailed from Cork with a 
complement” of only six first-class 
passengers. All the others were ren- 
dered so doubtful as’to the ex- 
pediency of prosecuting the adven- 
ture further, by their experiences 
during the run down the Channel, 
that they forfeited their passage 
money and decided to trust to the 
winds. The Sirius, however, duly 
arrived in: the Hudson, although not 
without adventure. In spite of the 
fact that she carried 450 tons of coal, 
a great quantity in those days, be- 
ing loaded down almost to the wat- 
er’s edge, she ran so short of fuel 
before she sighted Sandy Hook that 
she had to burn every spare yard aud 
spar, and even rosin, of which she 
carried a considerable quantity. But 
she reached New York, under her 
own steam, and set out on her re- 
turn voyage, as per schedule, on May 
1. The attempts and achievements 
jot these early pioneers were, of 
course, the one great subject of con- 
versation and debate on both sides 
of the Atlantic. And so history, tc- 
day, is but repeating itself, only, to- 
day, days have become hours. In- 
deed, the passage «f the Atlantic, 
during the 400 years or so that men 
have been making it, haa been s‘*ead- 
ily changing, as far as the method 
of reckoning is concerned, fom 
months to weeks, from weeks to 
days, and now to hours.

of so intensive a nature, that it must 
have had considerable effect upon the 
supply. In 1915 the totalgcatch was 
$7 per cent. less than it had been in 
1915, while in 1917 the decrease 
only amounted to7’8 per cent. How- 
ever, the most notable falling off is 
to be noted for the season of 1918, 
when in spite of every effort on the 
part of the fishermen to maintain 
production at as high a level as pos- 
ible, only 1,902,000 pounds were 
anded at Vancouver as against 
5,162,000 pounds in 1917, while at 
Steveston only 16,000 pounds in all) 
were landed. Prince Rupert also 
shows a very large decrease in the 
amount of halibut landed in 1918, 


the falling off amounting to no less 


than 3,801,560 pounds. This decrease 
is samply sifficient to justify the 
alarm which has been felt lest the 
halibut fishery is becoming a thing 
of the past. 

The question of the export of fresh 
fish to the United States has always 
been a butning one, and has led to 
more heated arguments than even 
perhaps the controversy regarding 
the respective merits of the various 
forms of net. If fish are exported to 
the United States for immediate sale 
as fresh foo, there can be no pos- 
sible \objection to the practice, and 
indeed there is much that can be 
said in favor of such” exportation, 
The spring salmon is without any 
doubt a fish that should be eaten: 
fresh rather than canned, and in this 
condition is a delicacy which even 
the most bloated plutocrat may well 
be proud to see upon his table. The 
great drawback hitherto to the ship- 
ping of these fish in proper condition 
to points in the east, has been the 
lack of refrigerator cars, and now 
that there seems to be every pros- 
pect. of this difficulty being removed, 
a very large trade should unques- 
tionably be worked up. But the ex- 
port of salmon for this class of trade 
is not the difficulty. More than a) 
million fresh fish were shipped to} 
the United States last year for can- | 
ning purposes only, the Puget Sound | 
canneries getting the benefit of this | 
trade, while our own Canadian can- | 
neries were unable to obtain all the | 
fish that they could have handled. 

It has been estimated that in the, 
1916 alone no less than 
16,004,000 pounds of British Colum- | 
bia salmon was sold to American can- | 
neries, and this, it is claimed, would | 
have meant a net gain to Canada of | 
more than half a million dollars if | 
these fish had been canned in this _ 
country instead of being exported for 
packing across the line. The secre-. 
tary of the Canners ASsociation is. 
authority for the statement that the | 
cannery machinery installed“in ihe 
Fraser river canneries, workiitg for 
eight hours a day, could have put up} 
all the salmon which was packed on | 
the river duringthe season of 1916, 
in two and a half davs, but as four- 
teen canneries did not operate at all 
during that season, the remainder of 
those actually operating could have 
put up the total pack in three and a 
half days of eight hours each. Had 
the export of this 16,000,000 pounds 
of fish to the United States canners 
been prohibited, it obvious that 
our own canneries must. have very 
largely benefitted through being en- 
abled to operate at full capacity 
through a longer period.

One—The Work and Cost of Erec- 
titn Light Compared With the 
Kenefits. 


(Contributed by Ontario Department ot

VERY Ontario ftarmer who 
produces Milk.—and most of 
the farmers do.—should store 


a quantity of ice each winter 


in order to make it easier for him 
to cool the milk down after the 
evening milking, and to keep it sweet 
for such short periods,——week-ends 
for example,—as he may be required 
to keep it before delivering it at the 
cheese, factory or other point of dis- 
posal. in order to preserve the ice 
satisfactorily some fom of ice-house 
or shelter is necessary. The purpose 
of this article is to describe in a few 
words a type of ice-house which will 
give good satisfaction. 

The ice-house does not necessarily 
have to be expensive, but certain con- 
ditions in regard to it must obtain 


if the tee is to keep well. These 1 
shajJl emphasie first and they are,— 
protection of ice from sun’s rays, this 
is the wall, good drainage from the 
bottom of the house, either natural 
or artificial, frée circulation of air 
through the top, air-tight foundation, 
plenty of good quality of dwy sawdust 
on all sides of the mass. of ice, and 
close packing of the ice. If these 
conditions can be secured’in a rough 
bin built under a shed, or a lean-to 
: e shady side of a building, all 
well alffcagd unless one has other 
xood reasons [ar building a more.ex- 
pensive structure ¢@fsewhere. The 
matter of convenience is often-a de- 
ciding factor in this case,, and the 
type of ice-house I am about to de- 
scribe is a good illustration of this 
fact. Only once have f seen it in 
use.; byt there is no reason/ why it 
coil’ not be used quite genérally. 

This particular type consists of a 
lean-to structure of wood at one end 
of the barn which has the stable 
underneath. The size, would vary 
with the amount of ice Yequired, but 
probably a building 15 feet square 
and 12 feet high would be large 
enough for most farmers’ needs. In 
this structure and at the side adja- 
cent to the barn, or rather the base- 
ment: wall, is built a concrete enclo- 
sure about 6 feet square and 6 or 6% 
feet high. A door in the basement 
wall admits one to it. In the side 
opposite to the doorway there is a 
row of 3 or 4-inch tile-near the bot- 
tom for letting’ in the cold air from 
the ‘ice which is packed closely to the 
concrete storage on all three sides 
and over the top as well. Bétween 
the top of the storage and the barn 
there is a narrow passage-way or flue 
for allowing the foul or used air to 
get out, hence good circulation In the 
storage is provided for. In this par- 
ticular case the farmer has his milk- 
room containing cream separator, 
ete., adjoining this storage and when- 
ever he wishes to cool milk or cream 
or store it he puts it in this storage. 
Other articles, such. as butter 
and meat. are also stored = at 
times but of course only for a few 
days at a time. Hence much handl- 
ing of ice is saved as well as con- 
siderable time. The building is made 
of wood, the studding being boarded 
on both sides. It would be advisable 
to fill the space between the two 
boardings with planer shavings or 
good quality sawdust. The roof is 
covered with shingles. The gables 
are left somewhat open for ventila- 
tion. Plenty of sawdust is: used 
around the ice next to the walls, and 
also a good depth over the top, none 
hwwever is used between the cakes of 
ice. If a few cakes of ice are re- 
auired for household use they may 
be easily taken out of the sawdust 
in the top of ice-house or at one side 
if more convenient. 

It will be seen, therefore, that thi 
type of ice-house’ does double duty in

Public School Inspection 


On Thursday and Friday, November 
13 and 14,the Model School was visited 
by Dr. MacKenziée-Smith, who is ap- 
pointed by the Department of Educa- 
tion to conduct an investigation into 
the physical conditions in the schools 
of the province.
